FORWARD PASS IS 
LOOKED ON WITH 
FAVORJIN EAST 


Since Memorable Defeat of 
Army by Notre Dame in 
1913 Special Tossing 
Grows in Popularity

N B W YORK, Sept. 2.7.— Keen stu­ 
dents of football believe 
that the 
much maligned 
forward 
pass 
will 
com e into its own this season, and 
that more of the open style game 
will be exhibited than in years. If 
they are right, it marks the capitu­ 
lation of a raft of eastern critics and 
particularly eastern 
coaches, 
who, 
heretofore, have gazed 
down with 
rather lofty disdain on that play. 
The east for years has looked a s­ 
kance at the forward pass. It has 
been regarded as a last ditch resort 
— to be used only in the last half or 
quarter in a final desperate attempt 
to pull a game out of the fire. It 
was too dangerous, they contended, 
and it never would work against a 
really formidable defense. 
The first big interscholastic 
com ­ 
bat in 1913 gave ’em a Jolt. Little 
Notre Dame, with a rattling good 
football team and 
no 
reputation, 
cam e east to meet Uncle Sam ’s army 
aggregation at West 
Point. 
What 
happened is history now*. 
The Hoo­ 
siers simply buried the soldiers un­ 
der an avalanche of skillful passing, 
executed 
by little Gus Dorias and 
his mates. The Army was squelched, 
35 to 13. The east 
gasped. 
This 
wasn't football, at least not as she 
was played in the east. However, it 
didn't take the Army 
long 
to get 
“hep” to the situation, and in the 
annual Arm y-Nary scrap that same 
year, the Soldiers won hands down. 
The victory was directly attributable 
to clever 
passing. 
Other 
eastern 
coaches, however, have been slow in 
following suit. 
There still seem s to be a wide di­ 
versity of opinion about the merits of 
the spiral tossing. Its opponents say 
that it is too dangerous, that under 
present rules loss more often results 
than gain. They also rise to remark 
that it is too quick— that the whole 
aspect of a gam e can be changed in 
less than a m inute, and for that rea­ 
son they liken it to stock market 
speculation— you're 
“a 
m illionaire 
one m inute and a pauper the n ext.’ 
Be that as it may, It is generally 
conceded that the forward pass adds 
a lot to the gam e from the specta­ 
tor's viewpoint. Two team s, 
both 
good on defense, vainly bucking at 
each other's stonew all lines, and re­ 
sorting to futile end runs, doesn't 
appeal to_the populace as does the 
quick flight of the oval with half 
a dozen boy* ready to hop on the 
neck of the fellow- who receives it. 
Too, there is always a probability 
that som eone will leap high in the 
air, grab the ball and make the spec­ 
tacular run through a jagged field 
that never fails to bring the stands 
to their feet. The opponents of the 
pass obtain their argument in cases 
like this, that it is too dangerous. Its 
supporters com e back with the argu­ 
ment that when a team is developed 
in skilful passing as was the Notre 
Dame eleven in 1913, this danger is 
reduced to an unimportant minimum. 
Therefore the whole question sim ­ 
mers down to a question of develop­ 
ing skill in passing and while the 
pass may be had for one team it may 
he the saviour of another. 
The younger school of players that 
has com e up since 1912 and 1913 
are better drilled in passing the ball 
and getting away with it after the 
catch than the boys of the old school. 
So, if the forward pass isn ’t already 
here i f s com ing strong, and in the 
opinion of most coaches It won’t be 
long until it will be the biggest feat­ 
ure of a team ’s offense.

As a result an em inent cardinal 
has been scheduled for promotion to 
the position of cancelliere, quite in 
accordance with the Vatican politi­ 
cal proverb “ Prom oveatur ut amov- 
eatur.” Which in plain English means 
“ Let bim be promoted so he may be 
cleared out of our w ay.’’ 
At any rate Cardinal Cagiano de 
Azevedo credited with being one of 
the most illiberal mem bers of 
the 
Sacred college will be no more head 
of the Congregation of Clerics and 
Regulars. For his insistence that the 
clerics and all connected with the 
Vatican should not read the n ew s­ 
papers issued by the Roman Pub­ 
lishing society has brought him in 
direct opposition to Pope 
Benedict 
XV. The order that no clerics should 
read even 
the 
Corriere 
D’ltalia. 
Rome's semi official clerical paper, 
and that other daily newspapers pub­ 
lished in various Italian cities and 
of such a Black com plexion that their 
clerical sym pathies were abQve ques­ 
tion, caused Pope Benedict XT’ to 
take a hand in the matter. Cardinal 
de Azevedo even though cognizant 
of the Pope's liberal ideas and his 
desire that newspapers be permitted 
the clergy fell hack upon the techni­ 
cal authority infested in his office 
and gave forth the definite order. 
Thereupon the Pope whose first step 
upon ascending 
the Papal throne 
was to bring into accord the two ele­ 
m ents of modernity and iiliberalism 
- graciously slated the cardinal for 
promotion to the position of can­ 
celliere. This act followed an open 
one of Cardinal Azevedo, who, sever­ 
al days ago issued a circular in which 
he prohibited the reading of the Ro­ 
man m orning papers, denouncing es­ 
pecially one morning Catholic paper, 
He even condem ned one which the 
Pope had approved.

Polish Capital Is the Com­ 
mercial Capital of Russia 
Owing to Close Rela­ 
tion with Teutons 


BERLIN, Sept. 28.— The great im­ 
portance of Warsaw as a commercial 
center is not only due to the fact 
that Warsaw is the capital of Poland 
and, with a population of over a mil­ 
lion, the third biggest city of the 
empire, but to the fact that the Po­ 
lish capital is one of the most im port­ 
ant centers of the international Rus­ 
sian merchandise exchange and at 
the same time one of tho most de­ 
veloped industrial cities of the coun­ 
try, says a dispatch to the Vossisclie 
Zeitung. 
Warsaw owes its importance in Rus­ 
sian foreign trade partly to its fav­ 
orable geographical location, the city 
being especially near to Germany as 
well as to Austria-Hungary. The lat­ 
ter two countries play a very im­ 
portant part in the import and ex­ 
port trade with Russia, and because 
of that a very considerable part of 
the trade with Russia goes via W a r­ 
saw'. Tho result Is that a considerable 
num ber of the most important firms 
of interior Russia, as well as of other 
countries, have established branches 
in Warsaw' to distribute goods In 
Poland 
or 
forward 
them 
either 
abroad or to interior points in Rus­ 
sia. 
Warsaw thus is in some ways an 
antechamber 
for 
Russia's 
foreign 
trade, a circumstance which assures 
the city its predominant importance 
in international trade. 
W arsaw's 
position 
as an indus­ 
trial city is almost as important for 
the commercial conditions of R us­ 
sia in general and of Poland in par­ 


ticular. Although 
the seat 
of the 
highly developed Polish textile in­ 
dustry is Lodz, the center 
of the 
flourishing Polish mining 
industry, 
Sosnowice and Dombrowa-Gornicza, 
but Warsaw profits from the import­ 
ance of these industrial centers of 
F’oland. Moreover, W arsaw possesses 
extensive textile mills of its own. All 
other Polish industries are centered 
in Warsaw, to th© leather, paint and 
chemical and milling and sugar in­ 
dustries. The Polish metallurgic in­ 
dustry has its center in Warsaw. 
The fact that 
Polish 
industry, 
which is partly highly developed, is 
dependent on Warsaw and that, on 
the other hand, the most im portant 
domestic and foreign firms are rep­ 
resented in Warsaw by branches of 
their own has made Warsaw a fer­ 
tile field for banks.

ample set before boys by their fath- ■ 
era, and the fact that

about ten million boys in the United 
states ” 
Half Million <iood Start 
“ But half a million is a good start I 
for less than seven years and it is a 
fact that wherever the 
scouts 
are j 
known, practically 
every youngster | 
would like to join. 
The program 
takes hold of a boy’s imagination. It, 
I remains for parents and teachers to i 
wake up to the educational value of 
the movement.'* 
“Take, for instance, the 
twelve j 
1 laws, to be memorized by every scout | 
i as a condition of 
initiation, each 
comprised in a word: 
A 
scout is 
trustworth; a scout 
is loyal, and j 
J so-on— helpful; friendly; courteous;! 
jkind; obedient; 
cheerful; 
thrifty; 
brave; clean; reverent. 
This is a! 
i tremendous 
program, 
almost

much for the average boy. 
And yet 
I by exercises and methods which are I

SAILOR’S LIFE IS 
FULL OF THRILLS

Less 
Than Twenty-one Veal’s 
of Age Has .Many 
Escapes

LONDON, Sept. 3.— (By m ail) — 
The type of m en th at a r e becoming 
n ational heroes in E n g l a n d ’s g r e a t ­ 
est war is exemplified today in the 
story of th e a d v e n tu r o u s c a re e r of 
M idshipm an George 
L. Drewry of 
London, who has been d ecorated with 
the Victoria Cross for valor a t the 
Dardanelles. 
Not yet of age, 
D re w ry 's 
brief 
tw enty years have been packed with 
thrills t h a t rival th e most ro m an tic 
heroes of M a rry a t's tales of the sea. 
He has sailed th e world aro u n d , had 
thrilling rescues from w atery graves 
and has been shipw recked on a des­ 
ert isle, but no finer story of heroism 
has been told d u rin g th e w ar th an 
his 
co n d u c t 
while 
d ise m b a rk in g 
troops from the 
s te a m sh ip 
River 
Clyde off Gallipoli peninsula. 
T he y o u n g m id sh ip m a n was placed 
in c h a rg e of a flat boat at 5 a. rn., 
on the m e m o ra b le day of th e landing 
of th e British expeditionary 
force 
ag a in st the T u rk s. From the side of 
th e River Clyde the vessel which was 
later ru n a sh o r e 
to facilitate the 
landing of soldiers from a hole cut 
o u t in its plates, he steered s tr a ig h t 
to w a r d Cape Hellos in th e face of a 
furious fire, to beach ills c ra ft where, 
with others, it would act as a la n d ­ 
ing stag e for th e soldiers. 
Behind 
him ca m e th e River Clyde. As the 
t r a n s p o r t cru n c h e d its bow on th e 
sandy shore, Drew ry ’a lighter hit the 
beach at h e r p ort 
bow. 
.lum ping 
a sh o re with a h a u s e r he secured th e 
sm all craft an d w ent to th e aid of 
C aptain Unwin who by this tim e had 
ju m p ed into th e w a te r in an effort 
to place a n o t h e r lighter. Both, de­ 
spite m ach in e gun an d shra pnel, es­ 
caped dea th by inches, but w ere u n ­ 
able a 1 
once to accom plish 
th e ir 
task. Drewry leaped a b o a rd the lig h t­ 
er and th en into th e w a te r again to 
assist a w ounded soldier. 
He then 
th r e w aw ay his revolvers, coat and 
hat 
an d went back to th e aid of 
th e captain. Shortly a f te rw a rd a bit 
of sh ra p n el stru c k th e youth on the 
head k n ocking him down. H e was 
ca rried a boa rd th e River Clyde, his 
w ound dressed, and ho im m ediately 
ru s h e d back to th e aid of C aptain 
Fnw in. W ith a rope in his teeth lie 
sw am to o th e r lighters and fastened 
them to the g rounded craft. Twice 
he executed this feat u n d e r sniping 
fire until rescued 
completely 
ex­ 
hausted. 
T h e story of D re w ry ’s gallan try 
at th e 
D ardanelles drew the story 
of his o th e r a d v e n tu r e s from 
his 
fa th e r and m o th e r in London today. 
He left school 
a t th e 
age 
of lfi. 
joined th e m erc an tile 
m a rin e and 
was ap p ren ticed 
a b o a rd th e Indian 
E m p ire, a large London sailing ship. 
An incident of his first y e a r at sea 
was a fall from a high m ast into the 
sea. He was rescued with difficulty. 
T his incident was n o th in g co m p ared 
to th e a d v e n tu r e which befell him 
later. 
W hile sailing a ro u n d Cape H orn 
in th e Indian E m p ire a storm arose 
and the vessel was w recked on a 
desert 
island. A heavy sea lite r a l­ 
ly w ashed the crew Into a shallow 
bay, which was filled with seaweed.

NEW GRIDIRON FOR 
RANDALL BY 1916 


Committee on Plans Takes 
Final Action and Work 
on Varsity Field Will 
rn 
Begin at Once 


MADISON, Wis., Sept. 15.— That 
Wisconsin will play its football games 
on a new- field at Camp Randall in 
1916 is the hope of the athletic de­ 
partment. The committee on plans 
has taken 
final action and 
work 
will begin a t once. 
' 
The last legislature passed an ap­ 
propriation of $20,000 for the carry­ 
ing out of the work, because of the 
inadequate conditions of the present 
field. Since the north stand was con­ 
demned, the athletic d epartm ent has 
been forced to rent circus seats to 
a ccom m odate th e football crowds. 
According to present plans the sum 
voted 
by the 
legislature' will be 
enough to get the field sufficiently 
completed for use by next year, al­ 
though it w’ill not be in its finished 
form. The new stadium will be on 
the west side of Camp Randall with 
the entrance from Breeze Terrace 
about half way between University 
avenue and Monroe street. By locat­ 
ing the new field a t this place the 
most economical use of the limited 
ground space at Carap Randall will 
be had. The west stand will be built 
on the hill and most o f the level land 
will be available for use as fields, 
with the exception of th a t used for 
the east stand. By the adoption of 
this plan the m inimum a m o u n t of 
grading will be required, the maxi­ 
mum a m o u n t of level ground will 
be had for actual field use; and the 
cost of building stands will be great­ 
ly reduced by building them in step­ 
like form on the side of the hill. Thus 
with the expenditure of this $20,000 
the field will be put into form and 
between one-third and one-half of 
the west section of the stadium will 
be completed. The 
stadium 
when 
completed will seat 40,000 or more; 
and the west section alone will seat 
about 11,000. The stadium will be 
of solid concrete construction. In 
every instance 
the comm ittee 
has 
planned the building so th a t as each 
part Is finished it will be In Us final 
; form and will not have to be chang­ 
ed at any tim e in the future. 
The axis of th e gridiron will run 
north and south th u s removing the 
sun from the eyes of the players. 
This has been a serious handicap to 
players on the present field.

CHICAGO, Sept. 15.— A new crop 
of millionaire is breeding in the Unit­ 
ed States, according to a table of 
stock advances since the European 
war began, prepared by the Tribune.' 
According to the tabulation, the 
market value of listed stocks of thir­ 
teen representative companies direct-! 
ly benefited by war orders has in­ 
creased $492,UUU,OOO since January 
I last. 
| 
“ This vast increase,” the Tribune 
says, ‘ includes by no means all the 
important concerns that ha*e bene­ 
fited by war orders. Scores of larger 
organizations like Dnpont 
Powder 
properties are ignored. Hundreds of 
smaller firms now wallowing in thel 
war prosperity are not incorporated 
into the tabulation.” 
The table shows that the Schwab 
properties, which had a market value1 
of $7,000,000 beforo the war oroors 
began to pile in, today are given a 
market value of $4 9,000,000— an in­ 
crease of 02 4 per cent. More million­ 
aires are being bred, it is said, than 
were bred following the ‘‘Steed age 
after McKinley's 1896 election.” 
“ And over all,’ the Tribune’s am­ 
plification 
of the table continues, 
“ astride the states like a colossus, 
.shunting a golden stream Into his 
coffers i hat is poured out from every 
corner of the land, looms the fig­ 
ure of J. Pierpont Morgan. 
‘ Not millions, but hundreds 
of' 
millions, it is estimated by stock ex­ 
change insiders, will have come to 
the house of Morgan by the time the 
last death-dealing shell explodes in 
hell-entangled Europe. 
The Rocke­ 
fellers will be out-distanced.*' 
The Tribune points out that it is, 
not spy plots that cause fear to the 
captains of industry, but the growing 
insistence of the workers in the prop­ 
erties that are making such rich pro­ 
fits for a more equal share in those 
profits. 
“ How much money,” the article 
says, “ Morgan is making out of his 
Job as American minister of muni­ 
tions to the court of St. Jam es, Is the 
merest 
conjecture. 
Some say tne 
amount is so stupendous as to be al­ 
most inconceivable.”

the battle of the Marne is still In 
process of development.

result' of the fighting of the 
next 


few days becomes known; it cannot 
be said, however, whether the suc- 
cesses are only sporadic, or whether 
the allies are seriously developing 
a major offensive. 


The allies cannot know as 
'yet i 


themselves, 
how far they may be>. 


able to push back the Germans. 
The 


determining factor will be the casual- 
ties and neither the British nor'the 
French have announced their losses 
in the present engagements. 
But, ] 


whether or not the Teutons prevent i 
the allies from further advancing, i 
the victories already gained 
must 


have a legitimately encouraging ef- 
fect in Great Britain and France. 
The German line has been • proven 
not to be impregnable and although 
it doss not follow the Germans can 
be forced back into their own coun- 
try, 
it ought to prevent the Teutons 


from wandering far afield in other 
hostile directions. 


This, in all probability, will be the 


most important effect of the British 
and French victories. It "is now un- 
questionable'that the Germans.have 
over-estimated their power'of -re- 
sistance in the west. They have been 
compelled to give ground because of 
the largo withdrawals of men 
from 


France and Belgium for the Russian 
campaign. 
The capture of Warsaw, 


and other eastern 
successes 
have 


been worth the German losses 
of 


this end in the west; but a few more 
such losses will cut 
the

western lines of communications a'nd 
no victories in Russia would pay for 
such an outcome as that. 


It is probable, therefore, that the

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 15.— 


This nation is In a. perilous position 
because- of the European war; we 
must prepare_for effective defense; 
but a standing army 
of adequate 


proportions, is un-American. After 
summing up the situation thus, John 
A. Lapp, in » statement issued to- 
day, suggested tho application of vo- 
cational education to the army and 
navy as the solution.. 


Lapp, as a member of President 


Wilson's commission, 
on vocational 


education, drew up the bill that will 
be presented'to congress. He is the 
author of Indiana's vocational law, 
which has been a model for, other 
states. .

Vocational education and national 


defense should go hand in hand, said 
Lapp. In that way only he said, can 
the nation maintain an adequate 
standing army without 
tremendous 


waste of human energy and without 


I providing a menace to our democra- 
' tic ideals. 
. 


"We want men trained for war 


but whose thoughts are of peace," 
said Lapp. "Why not -couple up the 
two and while making men efficient 
for defensive -war make them also 
efficient productive workers? Let us 
have a million, men in, training all 
the time for effective defense, but 
let that million be trained • all the 
time for useful employment. Let ev- 
ery camp and battleship become a 
school where a few hours each day 
can fee spent in preparing for the 
arts of peace." 


Lapp said the army and navy of- 


fered opportunities 
for 
vocational 


training 
in hundreds 
of different 


lines to meet the needs of the army 
and navy. There is no reason, he said,, 
why the army and navy should not 
do a largo part of the work needed 
for their support. 


"Around every army post the gov- 


ernment should own large tracts of 
land 
for 
cultivation 
wheje 
the 


sciences of agriculture, forestry and 
animal husbandry in all their phases 
would be taught and from which the 
troops could 
be supported,' 
said
